Prohibition and C r l m e " F a l l u r e 
to M a k e Men Morally Good 
by Statute. 


One great argument for prohibition, 
advanced in and oat of time by tbe 
advocates of eunoptuary 
legislation 
and used with aadoubted tfTect by 
the apostolic Governor St. John, is 
the decrease in crime suid to have 
been effected in Kansas by the opera 
tion of the prohibitory law in that 
sUte. 
It is certainly a very pretty 
and pleasing demonstration to com 
pare the arrests for crime under the 
pret.ent law, to then conclude that 
prohibition is responsible for the de- 
crease shown, and aok the people of 
Iowa why they will not receive these 
gifts of peace and quiet that result 
from such laws. It is certainly very 
pleasant to live in a community free 
from crime, and all good citizens agree 
ill a desire to inhabit such localities 
if they can be found. 
Crime is re- 
pulsive to all law-abiding persons, 
composing the vast majority of 
the 
public, and when thtse prohibition 
ist orators come before an Iowa au 
dience and with their persuasive elo- 
quence detail how prohibition has 
diminished evil doing and law break- 
ing ID E^nsap, and *hen proceed to 
draw an affecting p'ctu e of 
the 
peace, happiness, aud tranquility that 
follow the abolition of the public sale 
of intoxicating liquors, a l&r^e num- 
ber of people are inclined to believe 
that these eioquen*^ gentlemen base 
their remarks on an actual knowledge 
of facts. 


But that prohibition has in 
truth 
no tendency to diminish the criminal 
actions of men is capable of c^ rtain 
demonstration by reference to official 
sttttisiics and the prison r ports of va- 
rious states. There can be no better 
instance cited of the eflFec s of such 
legislation than the state of Maine. 
The receipt of the leport of the Board 
of Prison Inspectors for 1880 enabltd 
Mr. 0. W. Goddard to compile the 
tabfe appended below, showing the 
increase of crime in the last three 
decades, daring a great part of which 
the prohibitory law has been in force, 
to be something absolutely fearful. 
These figures are official, and may be 
corroborated by any one who chooses 
to procure the prison reports for the 
years named:

If two murderers had not been par 
doned laat year our assassins' row 
wonld have reached twenty three. 


Daring these thirty years, be it 
careially noted by all readers, 
the 
population of Maine has increased but 
14 per cent. 
Nor has even that smalt 
inciease been largely of foreign born. 
The additions from abroad have been 
small, most of the immigrants coming 
from Ireland. 
Of the 199 felons cou 
fint^d in the state prison at the time 
that Mr. Goddard wrote, only thirty- 
nine were of foreign birth, and 123 
were born in Maine. 
Mr. Goddard 
farther states that insanity hss also 
steadily and rapidly increased at a 
ratio far exceeding the gain in oopu- 
lation, aud that the same may be said 
of suicide. 


Tbeie facts are startling. 
More 
than that, they convey an awful 
warning to all tbe otber sutes of the 
Union that contemplate following the 
example of Maine. 
With ail the 
characteristic New England intelli» 
gence, morality and firm religious 
faith of the people of that state, the 
iacrMMe shown above seems positively 
frightful. 
An increase of 425 per 
OQnt. in murder«", 400 jier cent, in 
.aansiai^;bters and 8.>0 pejr cent, in 
Vipei, accompanied by » growth of 
population of only 14 per cent, shows

Vermont' has a pro- 
hibitory ttir'^whose stringency is al- 
most without a parallel. 
To sell in- 
toxicating liquor is made a crime 
whose punishment it as severe as th<é 
penalty affixed for burglary or for- 
gery and only exceeded in extent of 
ifs retribution by murder. The coarta 
are crowded'with liquor cases. 
Men 
are sent at e^ery session to the work- 
house for the violation of the liquor 
lawa. ^ 9 r e t raids and domiciliary 
visits axe multipUfd on every hand; 
and what ia the result? There hav ) 
been more meo h«ng for murder in 
Vermont during tbe last four years 
than in Iowa for a period five times 
as long. There are ^ r e 
criminals 
in the Vermont state prison today, 
in proportion to the population of tbe 
state, tban there are in the peniten- 
tiaries of Iowa and Minnesota to- 
gether. 
Every fourth of July cele- 
bration, every country gathering^ ev- 
ery circus day, at d every county fair 
are attended by scenes of drunken 
ness and rowdyism which are never 
SUI parsed by anything witnessed in 
the west. 


If then prohibition is such a noto- 
rious failure in two states, whose 
citig^ins are mainly American born 
and more or less fixed in their resi- 
dence, how in the name of common 
sense can it be enforced in Iowa, 
containing so many foreigners, to 
whom malt pnd vinous liquors are as 
much of necessity as watei ? How can 
it be enforced where a large portion of 
the population is moving about from 
place to place, from state to state? 


The increase of crime that prohibi- 
tion has fostered and nourished in 
Maine solemnly w r n s the people of 
lawa not to incur the risk of any such 
result here. 
Truth is stranger than 
fiction and the facts above quoted are 
indisputable. 
Let it not be said of 
luwd, that, wiib surh an examp'e 
stanug her people in the face, with 
all tbe lessons (jf human experience 
open before them, her citizens blind y 
adopt« d thit policy which has been 
tried in al quarters only to be proved 
the monumental failure of the age.—
